I nformation bas only recently been soceaves ine 
dioating that the looal BPP has been approached by & group . 
identifying themselves as representatives of a faction of | 
the Vicelords, old and well established Negro youth gang on 
Chicago's west side. This group, led by EDWARD L. (RDDY) 
PERRY, also known as “"Pepilo," offered to join the BPP, giving 
up their former identities 2s Vicelords. Representatives of 
the BPP were somewhat reluctant to accept this group inmedia- | 
tely, and FRED HAMPTON, Deputy Chairman, BPP, suggested a 
coalition be formed for the present. It was not clear just : 
which Vicelord group PRRRY and the four other alleged Vicelords 
represented, or ‘ee many people were involved. 





, The source has subsequently advised that the elu 
tance on the part of the BPP to accept this group, was as 
result of their recent unfortunate organizing experiences _ 3 , 
with the Blackstone Rangers, the major south side Negro youth mM 
gang. The BPP is well aware that the Chicago Po Department 
Gang Intelligence Unit, headed by Captain WEIGLIAW BUCKNBY, has. F 
many sources in such gangs, pessibly even young black police 
officers. The source (6G 7251-R PROB) has been instructed = 

to play upon this fear of youth gangs, in that in recruiting 4 
gang members the BPP my well be recruiting police spies. 
On this particular cccasionthe source was in personal conver- 
sation with HAMPTON, during the course of the meeting with 
PERRY, and reminded him of this danger. It is believed this : | 
caution to HAMPTON played a considerable role in the reluctance ea 
of the BPP to accept PERRY, as might normally have been expected. ag | 
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A subsequently scheduled meeting between PERRY and 
his cohorts, and ROBERT RUSH, Deputy Minister of Defense, did 
not take place on February 8, 1969, as intended, due to the 


travel to and incarceration of most of the local BPP leader— 


ship in Champaign, Yilinois, over the past weekend. 


Chicago miuintains a closed 157 file on PERRY, 
reflecting him to be an old Vicelord from the early form- 
tive days of this gang, but as of as far back as 1966, no 
longer active in or influcntial with the Vicelords because 
of his adyanced age (32) and obesity. PERRY has been to the 
Chicago Office of the FBI (1966) where he was interviewed by 
the SAC, and severgl SAs involved in racial matters, regarding 
his knowledge of west side racial and gang problems. He has 
been an employee of the old YMCA Detached Street Workers 
Program, and in general it might be considered that he has 
assumed @n elder statesman type rele lately gangwise. It 
appears very doubtful that PERRY, street-wise as he my be, 
represents any significant segment of the Vicelords. 


Whether or not this is so, it appears that an 
effort to further raise an element of doubt regarding PERRY 
is in order, noting his previous contacts with authority. 
The following letter is therefore proposed for mailing to 
the local BPP office, addressed to RUSH, stating as follows: 


"Dear Black Brother: 


i just heard some street taik about Pepilo trying 
to get up tight with the Panthers. He may say he's a Lord 
but some brothers that know Pep think he’s one of Buckney's 
spies and has been for years. I'm as Lord, and I'll stay a 
Lord, but wateh that mother. His skin is the only biack 
thing about hin, Ask hin if ke works for the pigs, and watch 
him squirm, Hs don't talk for many Lords either. 


Keep up the struggle, brother.” 


Tre above my pessibly compremise PERRY in the 
eyes of the BPP, even if only a suspicion of his intentions 
are raised. 


As will ke been noted, the above source in oficct 
initiated a rather smcessful counterintelligerce move more or 
less on the spot, as 2 result of careful indoctrination and 
instructions from tke centecting SA. In this regard, the 
source also engbled Chisage te further harass the lecal BPP 
when he provided infercotion, the afternoon of January 24, 
1969, reflevtting that PRED EALPTON was to appear that evening

local television personality HOWARD MILLER. The tape was to be 
aired the following day. | 


Chicago was aware a warrant for mob action was out- 
standing for HAMPTON in his home town, Maywood, Illinois, and 
the above information regarding his whereaboutsthat evening 
was provided the Maywood Police Department, with a suggestion 
that they request the Chicago Police Department to serve this 
arrest? warrant. This was subsequently done, with HAMPTON arrested 
at the television studic, tn the presence of 25 BPP members and 
studio personnel, This caused considerable embarrassment to the 
local BPP and disrupted the plans for HAMPTON's television appea-

authority. Chicago, however, will continue to capitalize on | 
opportunities as they appear to inhibit local BPP activities, 
in such instances as referred to regarding HAMPTON.

The fact that little, if assy, funde would result is immterial, and 
in fact, the sice of the sum in question would serve to alert BPP 
officials of this mtter sore expeditiously. Chicago does not have 
intimate knowledge of the inter-reiationships of the BPP upper 
echelons, and consequently, is not in & position to have any real 
basis for estimte of possible reactions. Even if it were suspected 
that such was the result of “enssy" action, as long ae this is not 
provable in any way, Chicago feels the effort is worthwhile. 


Xn connection with local HPP affairs, a Chicago scurce, 
whe is close to ROBRRT BROWN, former lotal Student Nonviolent Coor- 
dinating Committes (SNCC) leader, who formerly was in a leadership 
position in the BPP here, has advised that BROWN in recent days 
has expressed coucern for his persousl safety, since current BPP 
leaders, principally FRED HAMPTON and BOBBY RUSH, are “out to get 
hin", BROWN'’s mother has advised that she is so concerned for her 
son's safety that other mosbers cf the family literally "stand guard" 
in the evening hours to protect the family residemce. The motive 
for this is obacure, however, most probably is an exageration by 
BROWN of the degree of joalcusy and rivalry between hinself and 
the above parties. BROWN is known to have mide such remarks in 

i the past, to inflate hie own insportante, and to dieguige the 








f2et that be has nevor been as influential in local BPP affairs 
as he had hoped to be. 
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In india te exploit aad imnvense the distrust 
between these factions, Chicago recommends the following

Chicago BPP sources have reported no information 
regarding this incident, with no discussion on interest 
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evident. This chapter appears completely loyal to the 
established BPP leadership, specifically as relates to 

SBRALE, NEWTON, et al, and this incident does not 

appear ut present to offer any specific local avenue 

of exploitation. Any local BPP member who expressed criticism 
of the above leadership would in all probability be sammariiy 
dealt with. Chicago is not recommending any anonymous 
mailing in this regard, since as Bureau is aware, a number of 
such communications have been previously utilized locally, 
with no results evident.

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It might be noted at this point that Chicago 
continues to regard the local BPP as the focal point for 
counterin-:elligence in this field. The letter o£ June 17, 
1969, requests Burcau authority to attempt to publicize 
cartoon depictions of the BPP in a subservient position 
to the SDs. 


Within recent weeks a relatively small, but highly 
vocal group of young Fuerto Ricans has energed in the 
Spanish speaking community, utilizing the name Young Lords.

The emergence of the Young Lords has heen 
previously roferrcd to. Also of interest is the 
disruption of the regular and normal functioning 
of the BPP, through effective and vigorous enforce- 
ment of criminal statutes violated by them on a local 
and federal level. Most recent information fron BPP 
sources ruflects the organization to be purging its 
ranks, in an effert to veed out infiltrators; also 
reflects that thore may bo boginning to eserge in lower 
levels of BPP ranks a dissatisfaction vith the current 
leadershiv. This situation vill be folloved closely 
and whore a: counterintelligeonce avenve appears to offer 
itself, a suitable recommendation will be forthcoming.

Prior knowledge of the presence 
of BPP menbers in their areas has been of value in 
alerting local authorities to the potential for 
violence that their presence represents. 


IV. Developments of Counterintelligence Interest 


There are no current developments concerning 
the Chicago Branch of the BPP, which would appear to 
have reasonable potential for counterintelligence 
activity. 


Regarding the remainder of local Black 
Nationalist groups and individuals, their activities 
are fragmented and tinmited. Chicago continues to 
follow auch activities in the event information is 


developed which would indicate a counterintelligence 


effort would appear to have reasonabie potential. 
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Through your misdirected concern.for black 
people you are assisting the Black Panther Party. The 
attached reprint of an article appeared in the April ll, 1970 
edition of "The Black Panther," the official newspaper of 
the Black Panther Party. The article concerning the . 
tragic death of four California Highway Patrolmen should 
revolt any fair-minded person, How can you in good conscience 
continue to assist the development of an organization that 
advocates killing police officers as a step toward the 
revolutionary overthrow of the United States?

vival of a race or group of people as 
is the concern of revolutionaries, but

What then is the reason for even 
dealing with the deaths of these four 
pigs since it cannot be labeled ‘rev-

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A subsequently scheduled meeting between PERRY and 
his cohorts, and ROBERT RUSH, Deputy Minister of Defense, did 
not take place on February &, 1969, as intended, due to the 
travel to and incarceration of most of the local BPP leader~ 
ship in Champaign, Illinois, over the past weekend. 


| Chicago maintains a closed File on PERRY, 
reflecting him to be an old Vicelord fron the early forma- 
tive days of this gang, but as of as far back as 1966, no 
longer active in or influential with the Vicelords because 
of his advanced age (32) and obesity. PERRY has been to the 
Chicago Office of the FBI (1966) where he was interviewed by 
the SAC, and several SAs involved in racial mtters, regarding 
his knowledge of west side racial and gang problems. He has 
been an employee of the old YMA Detached Street Workers 
Program, and in general it might be considered that he has 
assumed an elder statesman type role lately gangwise. It 
appears very doubtful that PERRY, street-wise as he my be, 
represents any significant segment of the Vicelords. 


Whether or not this is so, it appears that an 
effort to further raise an element of doubt regarding PERRY 
is in order, noting his previous contacts with authority. 
The following letter is therefore proposed for mailing to 
the local BPP office, addressed to RUSH, stating 2s follows: 


“Dear Black Brother: 


I just heard some street talk about Pepilo trying 
to get up tight with the Panthers. He may say he's a Lord 
but some brothers that know Pep think he’s one of Buckney's 
spies and has been for years. I'm a Lord, and I'll stay a 
lord, but watch that mother. His skin is the only black 
thing about him, Ask him if he works for the pigs, and watch 
him squirm. He don't talk for many Lords either. 


Keep up the struggle, brother." 


The above may possibly compromise PERRY in the 
eyes af the BPP, even if only a suspicion of his intentions 
are raised. 


As will have been noted, tho above source in effect 
initiated a rather successful counterintelligente move more or 
less on the spot, as a result of careful indoctrination and 
dustructions from the contacting 8A. In this regard, the 
source glso enabled Chicago to further harass the local BPP 
whem he provided information, the afternoon of January 24, 
1969, reflecting that FRED HAMPTON was to appear that evening

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at & lecal television studio for a videotaped interview with 


local television personality HOWARD MILLER, The tape was to be 
aired the following day. 


Chicago was aware a warrant for wob action was out- 
standing for HAMPTON in his home town, Mayvood, Illinois, and 
the above information regarding his whereabouts that evening 
was provided the Maywood Police Department, with a suggestion 
that they request the Chicago Police Department to serve this 
arrest warrant. This was subsequently done, with HAMPTON arrested 
at the television studio, in the presence of 25 BPP members and 
studio personnel. This caused considerable embarrassment to the 
local BPP and disrupted the plans for HAMPTON's television appea- 
rance,. 


The mailing of the above letter will await Bureau 
authority. Chicago, however, will continue to capitalize on 
opportunities as they appear to inhibit locai BPP activities, 
in such instances as referred to regarding HAMPTON.

It is felt that if FORT were to be aware that 
the BPP was responsible, it would lend fmpetus to his refusal - 
to accept any BPP overtures to the Rangers and additionally 
might result in FORT having active steps taken to exact some 
form of retribution toward the leadership of the BPP. 


| Since MNegre SAs assigned to Chicago have interviewed 
FORT previously, it is not being recommended that they be 
utilized in any telephonic or oral fashion in this regard; 
however, it is believed a letter froma “black brother” 
advising FORT of a plot on the part of the BPP to take over 
the Rangers, as well as their responsibility for the verbal 
attacks against them, would be productive of disunity and 
possibly prove haraful to persons in the local BPP leadership 
and to the organization generally. 


This letter would be to FORT personally, at his 
residence, on unmarked stationery and would consist of the 
above information, from an individual formerly associated with 
the BPP who is opposed to the BPP effort to try to utilize the 
BR for its own purposes.
